THE CENSUS Office in Gaborone has provided useful 
information for public consumption in preparation for this 
year's census in August. The public is urged to study the 
following details closely for better understanding of what 


census is all about. 


There are a the number of 
questions on the questionnaire. 
These are the questions that will 
be put to households by 
enumerators. We know of course 
that the main purpose of the 


cenus is to count the population. 


and to measure the changes 
taking place in its basic 
characteristics and distribution. 
Over and above this, the census 
is designed to provide certain 
information on where and how 
people in Botswana live. 

The main problem with the 
questions is to ask them in such 
a way that they are understood. 
and that the answers recorded 
by enumerators will give the 
information needed. An attempt 
has been made to phrase the 
questions as clearly as possible. 
The questions were tested at the 
pilot census. The enumerator is 
there to help respondents 
understand the questions in case 
any difficulties arise 

A look at the questionnaire 
shows that some questions are 
asked of ali persons. These are 
questions On sex. age, marital 
status. place of living. citizenship 
and migration. There are 
questions asked of ali persons 5 
years and over. The questions 
asked here are on education 


‘The questions seek to find out if 


the respondent has ever been to 
school, whether left school or 
still in school and highest 
standard of schooling if has left 
school. 

The next set of questions is 
asked of persons 12 years and 
over. These are persons who 
could or should be working. The 
questions are asked to find out 
the respondent's ty ve of activity 
during the past month, what type 
of work he did. that is, his 
occupation. and the industry he 
worked for if employed. 

it is hoped that the response 
to these questions will help to 
nave an overall picture of how 
people make a living now - what 
they do where they work, whether 
they work for cash and so on. 
The questions do not ask for the 
amount earned. There are 
questions asked of femaies 12 
years and over. These questions 
seek to find out the number of 
children born to an individual, 
how many of the children live 
ano where they live: and whether 
any have been Lorn in the last 
twelve months before the 
enumeration.

There are a few other 
questions. These are 
straight forward questions on 
members of the household in 
the last 12 months before census. 
There are questions on farming. 
Agriculture is still the most 
important activity in this country. 


_ The question, seeks to fine out 


how many people keep cuattie 
and plough. 

Finally, there are questions 
relating to housing. The 
questions seek to find out how 
the ground or plot was obtained, 
materials of construction of 
house, source of water supply 
for the household, principal fuel 
for cooking and lighting. Finally 
there is a single question on 
sanitation facilities.

COTTON GROWING AT TALANA FARMS DESCRIBED

LOCATED IN THE northern part of the fertile Tull Block in sestern 
Botswana, end sprawling at the confluence of Motioutse and 
Limpopo Rivers, is the over 6 000 hectare Taiana Farms. 

The farms, a 100 per cent subsidiary of the Botswane Development 
Corporation (BDC) is where the BDC Is taking an adventure in 
cotton growing - the cash crop that Is clothing us. 


The pioneers of the farms were 
a group of South Africans who 
settied there sometime in the 
1950s. The place was then known 
as the Gesond Farms. The group 
consisted of four men who 
formed a company and these 
were Ediega Goulbioom, King 
Gilrooi, Gauy Brathwiest and 
Philip Grape. 

The four settier-farmers arrived 
in the area with wide ambitions 
which included the building of a 
huge canal to pull the water to 
the farm. The idea aborted after 
a lot of money was wasted. A 
number of boreholes was drilied 
and they managed to harness 
some water to start their project. 

Before they abandoned the 
farm the four men attempted 
cotton growing. 

The Tuli Block, the land criss- 
crossed with farms is one of the 
most fertile parts of Botswana 
which attracted foreign settier- 
farmers. The farms in the area 
are an indelible mark which bears 
testimony to the partitioning of 
the area by the settlers amongst 
themseives. 

The BOC, the corporation 
which does business on behalf 
of the government came in the 
picture in 1974 when they bought 
the farms from that Sorth African 





Company. It was then all bushes 
and thorny trees. They settied 
down to clear the area and by 
1975 tne first cotton seeds were 


The place has now turned into 
a flurry of activity from morning 
to late afternoon. There is the 
curling black smoke rising into 
the sky underneath trees being 
Cleared for an expansion. The 
Grilling machine is biurring 
sinking a new well for irrigation. 


Workers spread out intothe white | 


sea of the cotton picking the 
white heads. The cotton-picking 
machine makes its way noisely 
through the white-headed cotton 
plants leaving dehind beaten up 
worthiess brownish bushes 
robbed of their valuable white 
heads. 

Talana Farms is a complex of 


four farms of about 6 000 hectares . 


out of which 350 is under 
irigation. There are three main 
Cro:8 grown in the farms, cotton, 
maize and wheat. 

Cotton is the principal cash 
crop which the BOC 
concenprates on. It is grown on 
an entirely irrigation basis. There 
are seven boreholes supplying 
40 000 gallons of water an hour 
for the irrigation, A new borehole 
is being drilled to cope up with 
the expanding field.

When the BOC embarked on 
this cotton growing venture they 
recruited a Zambian farmer to 
mar.age the project. Mr W.D. 
Faurie manages the whole Talana 
farms. He arrived in Botswana in 
November 1973 from Zambia 
where he did cotton farming and 
dairy. 

The climate of Botswana is 
very good for cotton growing 
according to Mr Faurie because 
“cotton needs a lot of sunshine.” 
The only probiem is that 
Botswana does not have 
sufficient rainfall “but the Tuli 
Biock has a lot of underground 
water,” he added. 

Cotton pianting starts in the 
middie of October and gets ready 
for picking by April. The whole 
cotton acreage is under irrigation 
and on to hectares experimental 
irrigation is done by two centre 
Pivot machines acquired in 1979. 

Mr Faurie said that unlike 
Botswana neighbouring 
countries South Africa, 
Zimbabwe and Zambia have 
sufficient rainfall ar.d part of their 
cotton growing was not under 
irrigation. Some groups of 
peasants are aiso engaged in 
cotton farming in Zimbabwe's 
once tribal trust lands. 

After planting, the farm is 
sprayed against insects after 
every 10 days. Almost all insects 
destroy cotton from four weeks 
of planting the field is scouted 
regularly to look for areas invaded 
by insects. 

Mr Faurie explained that the 
spraying of the field continues 








until when the cotton opens. He 
said that cotton was a very weak 


plant to germinate. “We pliant . 


more seeds than we want,” he 
added. 

He explains that when the piant 
reaches the thres-ieaf stage “we 
Start thinning up to get the right 
spacing between the crops.” 
Cotton does not reed a lot of 
fertilisers but just a reasonabie 
amount because the soil in the 
Tuli Block is very good. 

Some of the most dangerous 
enemies of cotton among the 
insects inciude the Red 
Boliworm, American Boliworm, 
Spiny Bollworm. Cocoon Aphids, 
Jassids. RSM (spider), Stainer 
which stains the cotton. Others 
are the predators which eat other 
insects, elephant grasshopper 
and cotton leaf worm and the 
last two eat cotton plant leaves. 

Because of this army of insects, 
Mr Faurie said that chemicals for 
spraying tne field was one ofthe 
most expensive aspect in cotton 
growing. 

One exercise in eliminating 
insects is done immediately after 
the completion of the picking of 
cotton. After harvest. the stalks 
are ploughed down because they 
breed insects. 

Mr Faurie aiso explained that 
when left the cotton plants start 
growing again. This is a two 
month dormant period in the 
fieid with no cotton plants around 
eliminate insects. 

“In September we start our 
pre-irrigation to get the field 
ready for planting by October,” 
he said. 

The picking of cotton starts 
immediately when it gets ready 
because “the longer it stays in 
the land the more it drops and 
dries up and loses weight.” Mr 
Faurie explained. 

Tne Farm employs peasants 
from the surrounding villages 
for the picking. Recently a P65 
000 cotton picking machine was 
purchased to ‘acilititate in the 
picking because there's an acute 
shortage of human labour for 
hand picking. 

The workers themselves are 
fed by the farm and paia 
profitable Delta Piner for machine 
picking. 

For this year there are 180 
hectares under cotton. 100 
hectares for wheat and 80 
hectares for maize

The area is busy being 
expanded and the target is to 
have 700 hectares of irrigation 
by 1983. The expansion will cover 
both the northern and southern 
banks of Motioutse River. 

in addition the BOC nad 
acquired the Merry Hill Farm but 
the arable space is small about 
130 hectares towards the 
Limpopo River. 

The growing of cotton rotates 
with wheat. cotton being a 
Summer crop with maize and 
wheat a Winter crop. 

Like cotton. wheat is also soid 
to South Africa because it cannot 
be processed here. its acreage is 
between 100 and 120 hectares 
and the yield is 4.5 tonnes a 
hectare. 

Mr Faurie said: “We sell wheat 
to South Africa and the business 
people import the flour.” Like- 
wise, the maize produced mainly 
for the {17m rations is milled in 
South Africa. 

Mr Faurie explained however 
that if the road communications 
between the Tuli Block and the 
market in Botswana were good 
he would sell the maize supplies 
to the Botswana Agricultural 
Marketing Board (BAMB). 

Other auxiliary crops are 
pumpkins and vegetables which 
are meant for the consumption 
of the farm labourers. Small 
Weights of pumpkins are however 
solid to South Africa. 

Mr Faurie also said that they 
experimented with groundnuts 
and they grew weil in the area, 
“but we discontinued the project 
because we have no handling 
equipment.” 

He added that the growing of 
groundnuts clashed witn cotton 
“and | cannot divide workers 
between groundnuts and cotton.” 

He however said that if the 
market for groundnuts improves, 
they may resume the grow. .g. 

On the whole the Talana Farms 
cotton growing has shown signs 
of advancement since it was 
started. Since 1977 the yield as 
has been recorded is as foiiows: 
1977 165 hectares 2 812 kg per 
hectare; 1978 acreage 160 
nectares yield 2 837 kg per 
hectare; 1979 163 hectares yield 
2 443 kg per hectare and 1980 
150 hectares yielded 2 525 kg 
per hectare 
according to the amount they 
Nave picked. The wages are from 
three to seven Thebe a kilogram. 





By the time of the visit to the 
farms there were about 86 
workers picking the cotton. 

Mr Faurie said that sometimes 
the farm gets about 150 school 
children for the picking during 
school holidays. The workers 
are fed from the maize grown in 
the farm and some vegetabies 
and pumpkins. The rations 
include daily issues of meat. 

The hand picked cotton has a 
10 per cent advantage over the 
machine picked one. According 
to Mr Faurie, when selling, 10 
per cent is deducted from the 
machine picked cotton because 
it was not clean. It has a lot of 
trash while the hand picked one 
ig clean. The machine however 
picks faster than people. 

The machine was being used 
because of the shortage of 
labourers. The picking starts in 
Apzil and lasts up to August. 
After harvest the yield is packed, 
made ready for transportation to 
the. market. It is solid to the J.L. 
Clark Cotton Conipany of South 
Africa. 

Botswana is not an exception 
in the intricate problems faced 
by developing countries of 
lagging far behi‘id in tech- 
nological advancement. 
Developing countries have 
watched their raw materials 
siphoned away to developed 
countries for processing and then 
buying expensive finished goods. 

With Botswana’s inextricable 
economic ties with South Africa 
the nearest market for the BOC 
cotton is South Africa. Mr Faurie 
said that; it was being sold there 
because the BOC had no 
processing machinery, that is 
ginneries. 

The ginneries which do the 
processing, separating cotton 
from seeds is expensive, he 
added. The BOC buys back part 
of the seeds for growing. Cotton 
seeds are aiso processed to 
squeeze out oil which is rich in 
protein and the cake is good for 
cattle feed. 

~he BOC, according to Mr 
Faurie, has no plans to set up its 
Own processing machinery “until 
we get sufficient cotton yield to 
warrant the buying of aginnery.” 
He added that it may take up to 
tive years to start such a venture.

FARMERS URGED TO APPLY FOR NATA TGLP RANCHES

THE ASSISTANT Minister of Local Government and 
Lands, Mr 0.K. Kwele has adviced farmers in the North East 
District to form themselves into groups and apply for the 
Nata Tribal Grazing Land Policy (TGLP) ranches where 


there is adequate grazing. 


Mr Kwele said this over the weekend when performing the 
official opening of Tati Agricultural Show at Masunga. 

He said that priority in the allocation of these farms was 
given to farmers from that area because their district was too 


small and overgrazed. 

“Farmers in this district are 
adviced not to apply for livestock 
loans from the National 
Development Bank unless they 
are prepared to take cattle outside 
the district,” he said. 

In the meantime, he added 
that there were 20 ranches at 
Nata and eight of them had 
already been allocated to some 
farmers of the North East District. 

Mr Kwele said that work was 
going on to extend the ratiway- 
cross at Tshesebe 'n an attempt 
to improve livestock marketing 
in the district. 
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in addition, demonstration 
facilities such as kraals and 
crushes have been constructed 
at the Impala Government Ranch 
under Services for Livestock 
Owners in Communal Areas 
(SLOCA). 

Mr Kwele said that last year 
the Land Use Division 
constructed eight water crouchs 
in the district and installed 
hand-pumps in the dams. He 
added that the Dam Building 
Unit would also dig wells around 
the lands areas where dams 
cannot be constructed.

He said that the Mtimbale 
Communal Grazing was under 
construction by the Animal 
Production Research Unit. This 
project he said was facilitated by - 
the cooperation and initiative of 
the two communities at Mambo 
and Masingwaneng who were 
now registered at Mtimbale 
Agricultural Management 
Association. 

The Minister disclosed that the 
opening of the Eastern side of 
the railway line for cattle to be 
sent to Botswana Meat 
Commission (BMC) would 
depend on the situation of Foot 
and Mouth disease in Zimbabwe 
as weil as the cooperation of 
farmers in the area.

BATAWANA LEADER NAMED--Mr Mathiba Moremi (40) the late Chief Letsholathebe II 
Moremi's younger brother has been unaminously nominated as the regent of the 
Batawana until such time as Letsholathe's son, Tawana Moremi (12) will be old 
enough to take up the position. In a Kgotia meeting, held after the District Com- 
missioner had anounced that the government had allowed them an opportunity to 
elect their regent.

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ADVANCED MISSILE-RADAR SYSTEM, LARGE FORCE OF CUBANS IN ANGOLA

[Excerpt] Windhoek--The nature of the war at and above the northern border of 
South-west Africa may change drastically in the near future as a result of the 
installation of advanced ground-to-air missiles and radar stations in Angola and a 
new involvement of Cuban soldiers in the conflict. 


There is no longer any doubt now that the FAPLA (the military wing of the MPLA) 
has deployed some of the dangerous SAM-3 missiles and possibly even some of the 
greatly advanced SAM-6 missiles in Southern and Central Angola. 


This coincides with the setting up of several radar stations in the southern sec- 
tion of the country which will ultimately cover the entire breadth of Angola. The 
Russian ground-to-air missiles are being connected to the radar system and together 
they form a deadly combination. This can force the South African armed forces to 
greatly alter its strategy (which so far has employed hit-and-run tactics and 
attacks on SWAPO bases), because no aircraft will any longer be safe north of tie 
border. 


According to initial information the SAM-missiles have thus far been deployed in 

at least two places: at the harbor town of Mossamedes and at Lubango, which was 
formerly known as Sa da Bandeira. At least one of the radar stations has been set 
up very close to the border. There is no information as to whether the systems 

are fully operational. The systems were installed by Russian and East German tech- 
nologists and at the moment they are probably being manned by them. 


Earlier reports by the UNITA liberation movement to the effect that a large force 
of Cuban soldiers is now assemblying in South-west Angola have now also been con- 
firmed. The Cuban force is estimated at about 10,000 soldiers. They have assem- 
bled mainly in the Lubango region. It is also known that the Cubans have a large 
and well equipped armored base at Camaha between Lubango and Rocadas.

EDITORS OF "NIGERIAN TRIBUNE’ FACE SEDITION CHARGES

[Text] Lagos, Aug 6--Sedition charges have been brought against editor Banji 
Ogundele and editor-in-chief Felix Adenaike of the NIGERIAN TRIBUNE, an opposition 
paper, all the national dailies reported here yesterday. 


They said the office of the Director of Public Prosecutions had issued a three- 
count writ on Tuesday against the editors and the paper's publisher. 


The charge arise from a TRIBUNE report on July 28 which alleged that President 
Shehu Shagari had personally taken over the "wooing" of federal legislators to 
enable his National Party “to go it alone" following the abrogation of an agree- 
ment with the People's Party that had ensured him a working majority in Parliament. 


The story claimed that M.P.'s were being offered 50,000 naira (some 75,000 dollars) 
in cash, a monthly allowance of 5,000 naira, a Mercedes-Benz car, and a loan of 
between 100,000 and 150,000 naira for building a house. 


The counts are that the editors published a seditious publication, that they 
knowingly published false statements likely to disturb public peace, and that 
the statements were likely to cause fear and alarm to the public. 


Riot police moved into the premises of the publishers on Monday and searched the 
offices of the editors, who were reported to have been freed on bail on Tuesday.

LIMITS OF COUNTRY'S POWER, INFLUENCE ABROAD EXAMINED

An editorial in the New Nigerian of July 2 
titled “The need to shake up our foreign 
policy” highlighted the growing concern 
within the country over the nature and 
effectiveness of Nigeria’s foreign policy. 
During recent months, there has been 
increasing frustration at the lack of success 
abroad, particularly in relation to West 
African issues and the Namibian question. 

The New Nigerian’s analysis presented 
two major reasons for the problems faced 
in foreign policy. The first reason was the 
lack of planning and organisation of for- 
overtly rhetorical nature of policy, with its 


lack of action and effectiveness. These - 


Criticisms coincide with those of the emi- 
nent scholar, Professor Olajide Aluko of 
the University of Ife, who in his inaugural 
lecture in March as Professor of Interna- 
tional Relations severely questioned the 
orientation and effectiveness of Nigeria’s 
foreign policy. Aluko’s attack was more 
Significant in that it showed a marked 
change of attitude from his previous con- 
ception of a strong and powerful Nigeria 
having a dynamic and forceful role to play 
in African and global affairs. Aluko’s 
perception now is that Nigeria has in fact 
over-estimated its power to act within the 
international system, and its leaders have 
tried in recent years to achieve things 
which were never really attainable. Aluko 
believes that by exaggerating the crusading 
element in Nigerian foreign policy, the 
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government has tended to ignore and leave 
undefined the fundamental “national” in- 
terests of the country. 

To some extent, all states are guided by 
pragmatic considerations in the formula- 
tion of foreign policy, and so no strict 
formula for defining natic nal interests can 
be applied. However, in the Nigerian 
context there has been some contention 
about whether the focus should be 
egocentric, that is to say purely Nigerian, 
whether it should serve the West African 
region, Africa as a whole, or at its 
broadest, the interests of black people 
throughout the world. While none of 
these areas could be totally excluded from 
Nigerian foreign policy, the major concern 
is where the emphasis should lie. . 

This problem is increased by the growing 


unhappiness over the divergence between 


the expectations of foreign policy and ‘he 
actual results. The general conception, 
supported by government pronounce- 
ments, is that Nigeria has the potential to 
shape important events within the interna- 
tional system. This view is based on its 
undisputed advantage of having an oil- 
based economy which provides the largest 
GNP of any state in Africa. cqupled with 
the continent's largest population, some- 
where in the region of 100 million people. 
Furthermore, diplomatic successes in 
bringing ECOWAS into existence (over 
French hostility), Angolan independence 
(Over American opposition) and the Brit- 











ish Pet-oleum nationalisation affair contri- 


buting to Zimbabwean independence all 
served to bolster the image of a dynamic 
and powerful foreign policy. 

It may be more accurate, however, to 
see these events as separate or sporadic 
successes rather than as linked events in a 
constant chain of political power. These 
successes were ,also partly assisted b, 
favourable external factors, such as the 


inability of the US to intervene in Angola, 


and Britzin’s genuine desire to grant Zim- 
babwe its independence, even though it 
was at the eleventh hour. The OPEC 
revolution provided Nigeria’s leaders with 
the confidence and finance to act boldly in 
the world, whue it pushed western states 
towards policies of caution and concilia- 
tion. 

Events over the last year or so, but 
particularly since the election of President 


Ronald Reagan, have to some extent made — 


conditions less favourable for Nigerian 
foreign policy. Any agreement with the US 
over policies towards South Africa is diffi- 
cult to imagine with the Cold War imagery 
of the Reagan-Thatcher alliance, and with 
their need to cultivate South African sup- 
port. In facing this challenge, Nigeria’s 
leaders have been unable to mount an 
effective foreign policy mainly because the 
country does not possess the power to 
overcome Western intransigence. Most 
Nigerians grudgingly accept this point, but 
still feel that the country could present a 
stiffer challenge to the Western powers. 

There are problems to face here, howev- 
er. While it has already been agreed that 
Nigeria possesses some of the major attri- 
butes of power, it is too easy to fall into the- 
trap of the old “realist” school to see 
power in terms of a series of static factors. 
Power is a relational term and must be 
understood in terms of the capacity to 
influence other states to do things they do 
not wish to do. It could be argued that 
Nigeria has “status” rather than “power”, 
in that it has some of the major features of 
power, but at times cannot effectively 
utilise them to influence the actions of 
other states, whether at the global, con- 
tinental or regional level. 

In terms of relations with the West, the 
neo-colonial nature of the Nigerian eco- 
nomy is a major constraint preventing 
exports of primary products (albeit mainly 
oil) and imports of industrial and marufac- 
tured goods, with the shortage of indige- 
nous manpower and the need to bring in 
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expatriate personnel, the economy is open 
to manipulation by non-Nigerian forces, 
particularly the multinational companies. 
Nigeria’s leaders are often exhorted to use 
the “oil weapon” in the country’s foreign 

policy, but the ability to do this must be 
questioned. Admittedly, Nigeria supplies 
the US with a sizeable proportion of that 
country’s imported oil and so could 
threaten supplies to gain political conces- 
sions. However, as Nigeria is virtually 
totally dependent upon oil money for the 
economy, and as over half of the exported 


oil goes to the US, any cut in supplies 


would threaten revenues and development 
projects, and so bring economic dislocation 
to the country. Given the depressed state 
of the oil market at present, the chances of 
finding alternative buyers for Nigerian 
crude must also be limited. 

Even allowing for the accepted con- 
straints on foreign policy, frustration has 
grown at the government’s apparent refus- 
al to use a limited amount of pressure on 
western states. For example, at the end of 
last vear, President Shagari stated explicit- 
ly that he would pressurise the US to bring 
Namibian independence in 1981, and yet 
despite the Americans’ obvious rebuff, 
Nigeria has recently signed large agricultu- 
ral agreements with them. Similarly, on 
Shagari’s visit in March to London, virtual- 
ly all the major points proposed by him 
were rejected by the British Government, 


~ and yet the door was torn wide open to 


increased Nigerian imports from Britain. It 
is here that words and actions are poles 


apart. . 
Some frustration and unease have also 
become evident in Nigeria’s relations with 
African states. The common perception in 
the country is to see Nigeria as Africa’s 
natural leader, given its predominant size 
and wealth, and so many people appear 
confused as to Nigeria’s apparent lack of 
“clout” within the continent. The most 
recent rebutt came when the Nigeria- 
Cameroon border issue was not included 
on the OAU agenda in Nairobi, so causing 
President Shagari’s boycott (coincidentally 
allowing the President to remain in Lagos 
to handle the domestic crisis resulting from 
the Kaduna impeachment trial). 
Professor Aluko has been very critical of 
what he described as the ‘“‘psychological”’ 
error of Nigerians in seeing themselves as 
the automatic and rreordained leaders of 
the continent. It is evident that such a 
position would not emanate ‘purely from 
Nigeria's apparent “status” in the conti- 








nent, but from the use of power over its 
fellow African states. Upon reflection, 
however, such a channel of influence does 
not exist. Nigeria has meaningful economic 
relations with only a small number of 
African states and so cannot hope to find 
any comprehensive means of leverage 
there. The country’s Armed Forces stand 
as one of the largest in the continent, but 
military force has never really been consi- 
dered as a resource of foreign policy, 


though some observers believe at least . 


some threat of military action is now 
necessary to deal with the recalcitrant 
neighbouring states. 

If one could turn the question around, 
then we could ask why should any African 
state want to accept Nigeria as its spokes- 
man? Would any of the states of the 
European Community willingly pass on the 
mantle of de facto leadership to a single 


state? As in Europe, the desire for © 


sovereignty and independent governmen: 
in Africa is strong. Where African statcs 
may concur with Nigeria is if they do not 
perceive the issue to be contentious, or if 
they see some form of straightforward gain 
emanating from such a stance, but these 
are normal precepts of diplomacy. Furth- 
ermore, if one considers the continent over 
the past 20 years or so, the most respected 
leaders have been more vocal than power- 
ful, whether being in Nkrumah or a Nye- 
rere, sO power may not be the only 
consideration. However, Nyerere’s in- 
tervention in Uganda and Gaddafi’s in 
Chad are pointers to the type of policy 
Nigeria may have to pursue to gain more 
influence in the continent. — 


ECOWAS strains 


It is within West Africa that much of 
Nigeria's discontent originates. On the 
whole, ECOWAS has proved to be a 
useful and successful organisation, and 
Nigeria's relations with all the member 
states have been fairly cordial and stable. 
Despite this fact, irritating problems with 
some neighbouring states have at times 
soured relations. The recent border clashes 
with Benin and Cameroon, the mistakes 
and failure to act effectively in Chad, and 
the refusal to intervene in Equitorial 
Guinea in the late 1970s, all are issues 
which have troubled Nigeria and which 
have not received the appropriate re- 
sponse. The fact that Nigeria is surrounded 
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by French-speaking countries is significant. 
Though one would like to think that the 
term ‘‘francophonie’’ is a_ political 
anachronism, it is unfortunately not so. 
and continuing French influence in these 
countries and other ECOWAS members, 
as Dr. Bolaji Akinyemi pointed out recently 
(New Nigerian, June 16), provides cause 
for concern for Nigerian decicion-makers. 
Nigeria’s position in ECOWAS is a 
somewhat paradoxical one. ‘lhe country is 
as strong economically as all the cther 
members combined, but it does not have 
the corresponding political influence. 
Given that it is a basic fact of international 
politics that weak states will join together 
to combat a stronger one, there is an 
obvious fear within the government that 
any attempt to enforce its will on others 
will alienate them from Nigeria and ECO- 
‘WAS. Thus, Nigeria’s supposed strength 
appears to be its very weakness. The New 
Nigerian raised the question of Nigeria 
reverting to “bully-boy” tactics to get its 
way with its neighbours, but saw that this 
would have serious repercussions. The 
interventions by Nigeria during the recent 
coups d’etat in Ghana and Liberia were not 
successful and only served to sour relations. 
Nigeria’s strategy must be to gain influence 
through economic penetration, thus to 
subtle influence over its neigh- 

bours, rather than to pursue a “big stick”’ 


policy. 


Nuclear problems 


The final issue to discuss in this brief 
survey concerns the debate within the 
country over whether or not to “go nuc- 
lear”. The Punch of July 2 reported that 
the Ministry of Mines and Power had 
finally decided to go ahead with the nuc- 
lear programme using 10m. earmarked 
by the Federal Government for initial 
research and development. The debate 
over a nuclear programme has generated 
some controversy, but the majority of 
people appear to favour such a plan. 
Stripped to its crudest form, the logic is 
that Nigeria is a leading power, and as all 
leading powers by definition should be 
nuclear, so Nigeria should also go nuclear. 
There is also, of course, the military 
dimension. Neither the former Head of’ 
State, General Olusegun Obasanjo, nor 
President Shagari have bothered with nor- 


_ mal diplomatic niceties, but have stated

explicitly that Nigeria wants nuclear milit- 
ary firepower to combat and neutralise the 
nuclear weaponry of South Africa. 

The possession of a nuclear capability 
may do much to raise the strength and 
bargaining position of Nigeria within Afri- 
ca and the world as a whole, but there are 
many drawbacks which should be noted. 
The issue of "'status versus power” is 
again important, because possession of 
nuclear weapons, while conferring status, 
does not automatically give power. It is 
unlikely, for example, that relations with 
Britain or the US would change if Nigeria 
possessed nuclear weaponry, and yet it is 
through these relations that Nigeria’s 
underdevelopment condition is main- 
tained. Would Nigeria threaten a nuclear 
attack on the US or Britain or France? 

If one turns to look at Nigerian-South 
African relations, then some intriguing 
questions arise. Possession of nuclear 
weapons of Nigeria is regarded as a way to 
deal with the obnoxious regime, but the 
realities of this should be considered. For 
anyone with any doubts concerning the 
limits to which the black sheep of the 
international community — South Africa 
and Israel — will go to maintain their 
survival. the Israeli destruction of Bagh- 
dad's nuclear reactor provides a useful 
lesson. If Nigeria's nuclear programme is 
specifically to fight South Africa. why 
should the apartheid regime not employ a 
similar tactic? : 

If one accepts the assumption that Niger- 
ia will get to the stage of producing nuclear 
weapons — and whichever country sup- 
plies the ‘*echnology and the enriched 
uranium will have to do some diplomatic 
somersaults to ignore the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty — there is the ques- 
tion of what type of weapon to produce. At 
present. there 1s rather a simplistic view 
that the bomb — a deus ex machina — 1s 
all that is needed and there is little thought 
as to its sophistication, delivery or power. 

To take just one issue — though a crucial 

one — of the tvpe of weapon, it is 
important to consider the implications of 
having tactical or strategic nuclear 
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weapons. If Nigeria were to build tactical 
or smaller, weapons, then these would 
probably have to be located somewhere in 
the front-line states. It is fairly sate to 
predict that none of the front-line states 
would want nuclear weapons based on 
their soil for fear of retaliation by South 
Africa, or for fear of nuclear devastation. 


International role 


The possession of strategic nuclear mis- 
siles based in Nigeria and trained on South 
Africa presents an equally difficult prob- 
lem. What has generally been ignored is 
the fundamental fact that South Africa is 
not a white country. but a black country, 
where non-whites constitute around 80 per 
cent of the population. If a future nuclear 
confrontation were to arise, would any 
Nigerian President risk the destruction not 
only of Nigeria. but also of the very people 
in South Africa whom he is supposed to be 
liberating? Such a question may not pre- 
vent Nigeria from going nuclear, but may 
well affect the credibility of its future 
nuclear policy. 

In conclusion, it is necessary to state that 
the aim here has not been to paint too 
bleak a picture of the constraints and 
limitation on Nigerian foreign policy, be- 
cause it is evident that the country does 
play a major role in the international 
system. The aim, however. has been to 
point to some of the factors responsible for 
the apparent lack of success in foreign 
policv. No real distinction has been made 
between the Obasanjo and Shagari admi- 
nistrations in the ficld of foreign policy 
because. in broad terms, none exists. If 
anything. the problems facing the Shagari 
government are greater because of the 
increasingly unfavourable external en- 
vironment. as well as the domestic press- 
ures from the competitive and volatile 
party system. Given these increased con- 
straints. it is even more imperative to 
define and reorientate Nigerian foreign 
policy-in order to attempt to match rhetoric 
with action.

THOUGHTS ON PRESERVATION OF WHITE INTERESTS 
Johannesburg DIE TRANSVALER in Afrikaans 29 Jul 81 p 10 
("Political Perspective” column by Willem de Klerk: “Whites Demand Guarantees" ] 


[Text] It is the feeling throughout the country that the political accent in the 
Nationalist Party has shifted to a cautious reservedness with respect to many of 
the policy initiatives of the Botha government. 


At this stage I would rather refrain from assuming a stand on enee matter while 
waiting for the opening of parliament. 


The point that I really wish to make is that the emphasis on white guarantees is 
neither untimely nor ultraconservative for the future development. This is a 
justified concern. 


Demand 


The whites see what is happening in our industrial revolution with the growing. 
black labor force. We see and hear that a total attack is being directed against 
the white government; moreover, the many projections being made for the year 2000 
are arousing the realistic fear that the whites will be engulfed. 


The fact that the whites demand that their right for self-determination be forti- 
fied (before they have to make a final choice in a certain sense) is a sign of 
responsibility. This is the demand they put to the Nationalist Party. 


This is exactly what the discussions in the inner circles of the Afrikaners are 
about. namely, whether the Nationalist Party's white policy is providing sufficient 
guarantees. The result of the election has disclosed this uncertainty. 


For me it is clear that the Nationalist Party is the only party which can provide 
these guarantees to the extent that it is humanly possible. 


I am basing this view on a national principle which forms the basis of the 
Nationalist Party policy. This political philosophy rejects a unitary state and a 
federation and builds upon self-determination by the national states. These lead- 
ing thoughts are bound to the idea of a confederation in which common interests can 
be managed.

In Practice 


However, these two pcints of departure (national states and a confederation) will 
not be the answer for the protection of white interests if they do not result in a 
total strategy by means of which certain things are established in practice. 


I am listing 7 few of these concrete things: 


A large-scale influx of blacks to the Pretoria-Witwatersrand-Vereniging area must 
be drastically curtailed and development in the black states must be tackled with 
as much energy as never before. As already stated, there must be a Marshall Plan. 
With the help of the development bank, collaborative projects and the inclusion of 
large consortiums, on the basis of an attractive rate of profit, it will be pos- 
sible to concentrate on several regions which can lead to the final establishment 
of industrial decentralization. 


If it turns out that development has no real growing power in the black states 

then it will be necessary to so locate black towns at border development areas that 
as time goes on these can be incorporated into these countries. Therefore it will 
be necessary to give continuous attention to consolidation plans and development 
must take into account the shifting of country borders which will be taking place. 


Substance 


The partnership of black labor and white capital must absorb the labor force of 
black nations. There will still be more than enough for the Pretoria-Witwatersrand- 
Vereniging area and for other labor-intensive areas and enterprises. 


The confederation must obtain political substance as soon as possible in addition 
to the economic side of collaboration. What I mean by this are things such as the 
constitution of a city council where things can be considered jointly, a common 
passport, the conclusion of agreements, the establishment of a confederal secre- 
tariat and still other things which will visually bind the nations of South Africa 
together. 


If progress is made to the point where the above-mentioned three things will be on 
their way then the other points of difficulty will fall in line easier. 


Without the development as sketched out above it will be impossible for the whites 
in South Africa to manage their own fate.

ANTINEUTRON BOMB PROPAGANDA BELIEVED TO BE SOVIET INSPIRED

[Text] As well as he could have, President Reagan knew that his decision to allow 
the manufacture of neutron warheads would unchain strong protests...even in his 
own country, but especially abroad. Three years ago his predecessor, President 
Carter, gave in to such protests which were nourished by a cunning propaganda. 


In a sly manner propagandists latched on to an argument used by the advocates of 
the neutron weapon for justifying its possible use. They pointed out that the 
weapon kills only people by emitting radiation which can penetrate even armored 
plate without damaging buildings or polluting the environment as is done by the 
usual nuclear bombs. This was emphasized with an eye to one of the most prevalent 
objections against the employment of the usual nuclear bombs: these can destroy an 
inhabited area completely and render it uninhabitable for years. 


The people conducting the propaganda against neutron weapons, using this as a 
basis, decried these advocates as heartless barbarians who are more upset about 
- buildings than about people's lives! What is astounding is the number of people 
deceived by this false presentation. 


Another argument against the neutron bomb is that its use can be presented by the 
opposing party as a justification for the employment of the usual nuclear weapons 
which are certain to cause the most fearful destruction and pollution. There is 
something in this, but the opposite is also true. 


The situation is that the Western powers in Europe are being confronted with an 
enormous superiority in Russian tanks. It is generally accepted that the Soviet 
Union and its allies have three times as many battle-ready tanks as the NATO 
powers. The Americans and the others are of the view that neutron weapons, 
which evidently can be used against tanks very effectively, can help in restoring 
the equilibrium. Without it the Western powers could in the end be forced to 
employ nuclear bombs. 


However, in some circles such arguments are being browbeaten by emotional outbursts, 


Pacifists and others who figure that the West must not in any case defend itself 
militarily against the Soviet Union, especially with nuclear weapons, are the ones 
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to incite these outbursts. These protests are being zealously supported behind the 
scenes and even led py agents of the Soviet Union and their fellow travelers in 
the West who are bent on keeping the West as weak as possible. 


Undoubtedly an attempt will now be made to subject Western unity, which is aiready 
showing disquieting flaws, to new tensions by stirring up feelings against the 


neutron weapon.

REFORM C~ COUNTRY DISCUSSED; BEC TYPE PASSPORT SUGGESTED

[Text] The bases for reform and change in South Africa as laid out by the govern- 
ment, which is continuously engaged in this activity, was the central theme of the 
comprehensive address in which the prime minister took the initiative in yesterday's 
censure debate in parliament. | 


The guideline for this was pointed out with emphasis by Mr P. W. Botha: vertical 
government systems for the various population groups, economic decentralization and 
the devolution of powers; however, with an uninterrupted foundation (with the 
decisive rejection of a national convention--"which must SaceeenE Sey lead to a 
greater chaos.") 


The first thing in the embodiment of this is a constellation of states concerning 
which an impressive amount ~f preliminary work on an economic level has already 
been done. In the political area the existing economic realities will be able to 
greatly facilitate and promote the idea of collaboration in a confederal context, 
especially between South Africa and the national states. 


For the blacks outside the states even more measures are being considered this year 
for carrying self government to 2 higher level than that of a municipal status. 

At the same time work is being done on a burning question, namely, citizenship and 
in connection with this Mr Botha pointed to the possibilities of an EEC-passport 
for all the member countries of the European Economic Community. Perhaps the 
European model offers a way out for an especially difficult South African problem. 


There is evidently haste with respect to a new constitutional arrangement for 
whites and coloreds, hence the vrime minister's reference to the possibility of 

an interim report by the Presidential Council concerning local government and 
regional authorities. Regardless of the urgency it will be necessary to dedicate a 
great deal of skill and consideration to this matter in view of the fact that local 
government will be the broad basis for the pyramid of the new constitutional 

order. 


The prime minister's emphasis on the necessity of economic decentralization 
(which among other things entails regional development, new growth points, the 
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proper utilization of land and the stimulation of business) is indicative of the 
government's resoluteness ii reforming South Africa in a fruitful manner with a 
solid forward-striving program in which the mistakes of the past will be avoided. 


Viewed as a whole yesterday the prime minister demonstrated in parliament that 

the government is working on many fronts for changing South Africa in a drastic, 
but evolutionary, manner and doing so with a firm hand so that there will be a 
future for everybody. The government is engaged in a great task: building a house 
of many rooms to which additions are being made day after day and the walls of 
which, standing as they do on strong foundations, have already reached roof 
heights.

MINISTER DISCUSSES MASS DISPLACEMENTS, FACILITIES 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 5 Aug 81 p 2 


[Text] The solution of the problem of mass displacement in South Africa lies in 
greater decentralization and in the creation of more facilities. Yesterday in 
Capetown Minister of Cooperation and Development Dr Piet Koornhof said that the 
provision of these facilities deserves special attention on the part of the govern- 
ment. 


In an interview with DIE BURGER he further elucidated the points of view he set 
forth last week on black displacements. 


Dr Koornhof said that wrong interpretations were given to what he said about dis- 
placement in the course of a seminar of the Nationalist Party in the constituency 
of Jeppe and during a later interview. The interpretation that the Nationalist 
Party or himself have disassociated themselves from the stated intentions of doing 
away with unnecessary discrimination is completely untrue and has been belied by 
the facts and the measures of the government. 


United States 


Fears of displacement of one group of people by another, especially mass displace- 
ment, is being manifested all over. He will not close his eyes to such fears, but 
will deal with them with fairness and justice to the best of his ability. An 
ostrich policy on such a matter is wrong. 





Dr Koornhof said that he stands by what he said in the United States with respect 
to apartheid and also what he said in Jeppe. The two viewpoints are completely 
unreconcilable. 


The more successful is the Nationalist Party in its policy of multinational develop- 
ment the more need there will be for contact between the various groups. It is 
impossible for groups to live in complete isolation just as it is hardly possible 

to live in complete integration in South Af::ica's microcosm of peoples. 


Not Consistent 
It is for this reason that the government wants to make available their own insti- 
tutions to the various groups. At the same time the government is accordingly 


making efforts at creating joint establishments for complying with certain economic, 
labor and other requirements. 
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Interpretation to the effect that the government is supposedly reverting to 

zoning separate facilities along color lines or in a racist manner are misrepre- 
sentations and are not consistent with the elimination of offensive discrimination. 
Practical regulations, based on the merits of specific cases, is another matter 
especially in situations of mass usage where the capacities of the facilities mst 
be taken into consideration. 


"If this portion of facilities gives rise to situations of conflict and to the 
disturbance of racial relations it will be necessary to look after such situations, 
because nothing good will then be achieved." 


Dr Koornhof said that it is the stated aim of the government to do away with 
offending discrimination and friction as much as possible. This may be taking place 
too slow to please the taste of some people, but for other people this is progres— 
sing too fast.

EXCESSIVE MILITARY EXPENDITURES QUESTIONED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 25 Jul 81 p 7 


[Text] The fact that in the financial year 1979-80 the armed forces spent more 
than was allotted to them by parliament can be ascribed in part to a sharp increase 
in operational actions. For example Operation Smokeshell of June of last year, 

in which SWAPO was dealt an especially hard blow in Angola, cost 11 million rand. 


These facts are apparent from the minutes of a select committee on public account- 
ing which this year has started an investigation also covering unauthorized 
expenditures on the part of the armed forces. These minutes were published yester- 
day. 


Gen Constant Viljoen, the chief of the armed forces, testified that the excess in 
the authorized budget amownted to only 1 percent of the total amount. The actions 
of the armed forces are very unpredictable both with respect to the scale of the 
operations and the provisions of armaments. 


Reconcile 


“The scale of operations is determined by enemy actions which must be countered 
and prevented on short notice. Complex systems of the most modern technology, 
which cannot be obtained in the open market or off the shelf, are involved in the 
procurement of armaments." 


"Inpractice these uncertain factors have always rendered it very difficult for the 
armed forces to recoacile scheduled plans as budgeted with the actual performances 
expenditures." 


General Viljoen testified that an unauthorized expenditure of 496,104.90 rand was 

incurred for the transportation of soldiers by the Hire-a-Bus private enterprise. 

A certain major entered into a verbal contract with the enterprise without follow- 
ing the correct procedure and as a result the cost turned out to be much more 

than was necessary. 


The police undertook an investigation of this case and found that the officer had 
not acted dishonestly; however, a police investigation of the enterprise has not 
been conducted and the chairman of the committee, Mr G. J. Kotse has asked General 
Viljoen to have such an investigation done “for the sake of our peace of mind."

THUGS REPORTED KILLING MORE THAN 80 IN JINJA 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 25 Jul 81 p 3 


[Text] More than 80 people have died in Jinja and nine others critically wounded 
since liberation, after being assaulted by thugs armed with iron bars (Mitayimba). 


Mrs Penina Kirunda, a nursing officer-in-charge of Jinja Hospital emergency ward 
has said in Jinja. 


This act of indiscriminate killing started immediately after the liberation of 
Jinja and intensified during the political campaigns of 1980. 


The alleged mastermind of the iron bar as a tool of killing was arrested in June 
this year and is helping the police with investigations. 


Mrs Kirunda said the iron bar victims meet their fate between 7 to 8 p.m. and 
that they are hit only on the head, 


She said the number of casualties increase by two or three every day but she did 
not rule out a possibility of recording ten ina day. 


One has to be very daring to leave the town at about 6.45 p.m. to walk to his 
house, she added. 


The most notorious areas are Masese, Mpumude, Walukuba and the industrial area. 


The latest victim admitted to hospital was Mr Wilson Ajoli, a veterinary assistant 
in Soroti District. 


Ajoli had travelled from Kampala and at 7.30 p.m. while heading to the railways' 
goods shed to meet his brother, was waylaid by the thugs. 


His trouser pockets were ransacked and 6000/- taken. His graduated tax tickets 
for the years 1978-81 and his identity card were also taken. 


Other victims in critical condition are Alex Odenyo, Owen Okongo, Oketta Basil, 
Abilo Okello and Zakaria. 


Last April Capt. Were of the Uganda National Liberation Army was killed at Mailo 
Mbili by the thugs after he had escorted his wife to the railway station.

ZANU (PF) TO MOVE INTO PUBLISHING

[Text] ZANU (PF) is going into the publishing business to boost finances and make 
the party "the most powerful machinery in Africa", the party's acting secretary for 
publicity, Dr Eddison Zvobgo, said yesterday. 


A new financial control mechanism was being worked out to "thoroughly" revamp the 
party. The measures would be applied « at branch, district, provincial and central 
committee levels. 


Dr Zvobgo said in an interview that the Minister of Finance, Mr Enos Nkala, in his 
capacity as treasurer-general, and the Minister of Youth, Sport and Recreation, Mr 
Ernest Kadungure, as the party's secretary ror finance, would be heavily involved. 


He said the publicity department of the party was making a major effort to increase 
revenue by going into the printing and publishing business. Jongwe Publishing Com- 
pany would be established on a commercial basis as soon as plans had been finalised. 


A new weekly newspaper in Shona, Ndebele and English would be published by the new 
company in addition to Zimbabwe News, the party's organ. "It will also publish 
books, text books. literature used during the war and other Dr Zvobgo 
said. 


The firm would be the largest publishers in the country, he claimed. 


"The party is going flat-out to raise funds. There should be no problem because 
what the people want is an efficient party machinery that is gigantic," he explained. 


Dr Zvobgo said the idea had already been welcomed by members who were keen on the 
restructuring of the party. 


"I am quite convinced that by the end of the yar, ZANU (PF) will be the most power- 
ful and efficient machinery in Africa." 


The minister could not give an estimate, but the project was expected to cost a 


substantial amount. A printer had already been engaged, and another would soon ar- 
rive from Germany to take up his post. 
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The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, would start provincial tours to personally direct 
the reorganisation of the party starting with Manicaland province tomorrow. 


The party congress would be held when reorganisation had been completed. Dr Zvobgo 
said the congress would be crucial because it would review and lay down the policy 
binding the party.

PM ON DANGER OF SOUTH AFRICA SUPPORTERS

[Text] The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday called for maximum vigilance among 
all Zimbabweans as there were “hundreds, if not thousands" of South African sup- 
porters in the country who had not yet repented. 


Pretoria's sympathisers were “truly in our midst", he said, and everyone should 
stay ready because "the enemy is daily preparing for war against us". 


Addressing mourners at the funeral of Mr Joe Gqabi, the ANC's representative who 
was assassinated in Salisbury on July 31, the Prime Minister said the killing was a 
bitter testimony to those Zimbabweans who thought the struggle had ended when the 
country attained its independence. 


"Let this event shake them into a new awakening and consciousness of the need for 
greater vigilance . .. Our independence must not be destablised by our lack of 
will or military preparedness to defend it against invaders or saboteurs. 


The death of Comrade Gqabi should be viewed as an event that fits into the pattern 
of South Africa's hostile strategy for this region, with particular reference to 
Zimbabwe. 


"We should constantly remember that there are in the country still hundreds, if not 
thousands, of people who continue to be sympathisers or supporters of South Africa 
and have not yet repented," Mr Mugabe told the mourners. 


Condemning the Pretoria regime for the "callous murder", he reaffirmed the Govern- 
ment'’s unwavering support for South Africa's liberation movements. 


Zimbabwe would not be deterred by the "heinous murder" nor other naked acts of ag- 
gression from South Africa, which included economic sabotage against this country. 


“Whatever the capacity of the Pretoria regime to unleash suffering and evil, the un- 


deniable reality is that apartheid, together with its apostles, is fast becoming 
encircled and driven more and more into a laager for final annihilation. 
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Doomsday 


"The masses of South Africa have risen against it and are maintaining the countdown 
for its inevitable Doomsday. Let us hope the revolutionary momentum that exists in 
the country is maintained." 


Praising Mr Gqabi for having paid the “supreme sacrifice" for his country, the Prime 
Minister told the ANC president, Mr Oliver Tambo: 


Let the death of Comrade Joe inspire you to greater strides in the unfolding strug- 
gle against the Botha regime now running berserk. The people of South Africa are 
up in arms and desire courageous leadership. Please do not fail thea." 


He then turned to the Gqabi family and said Zimbabwe was offering her deepest syn- 
pathies and regretted that Mr Gqabi's death had occurred in the country. 


"They (Zimbabweans) fervently appeal to you to accept the event with courage and 
understanding which recognises the situation in which we live. We are all with you 
in this hour of grief." 


Mr Mugabe ended his speech by saying Mr Gqabi's funeral had united the people of 
Zimbabwe: and South Africa in their just cause--and this would continue until victory. 


“May Joe rest in eternal peace, assured that the struggle for which he died will be 
continued."

DEFECTOR STEALS AIR FORCE PLANE, ASKS ASYLUM IN SOUTH AFRICA 
Cessna 337

[Text] A young aircraft fitter with the Air Force of Zimbabwe on Sunday stole a 
light plane from Thornhill airbase in Gwelo and flew it to South Africa, where he 
has asked for political asylum, it was confirmed yesterday. Corporal Mark Jeffries 
(21), who is believed to have originally come from South Africa, stole the Air 
Force Cessna 337, also known as a Lynx, and flew it to Messina, a few kilometres 
inside the South African border. 


A brief statement issued by the Defence Headquarters in Pretoria yesterday said 
Corporal Jeffries had landed the aircraft in the Northern Transvaal province at the 
weekend. 


The Zimbabwe Government had been notified of the incident through diplomatic chan- 
nels, it said, without giving any further details. 


The statement added that Corporal Jeffries had asked for political asylum from the 
military authorities, but did not say whether this would be granted. 


The Cessna 337 is a light military aircraft often used by the Air Force of Zimbabwe 
as a spotter plane. It can be armed with machineguns- and rockets. 


According to sources yesterday, Corporal Jeffries, who is understood to be normally 
based at the New Sarum airbase in Salisbury, was on a course at Thornhill before his 
illegal seizure of the plane. 4 


The sources said that two Hawker Hunter jets had pursued the aircraft, but failed to 
catch up with it before it crossed the border. 


Police in Gwelo confirmed the incident yesterday. A spokesman for the Department of 
Information said a statement on the issue would be released by the Ministry of De- 
fence today. 








Return of Craft Demanded 
Salisbury THE HERALD in Fnglish 19 Aug 81 p 1 


[Text] Zimbabwe has initiated moves to have the aircraft stolen from Thornhill air 
base and flown to Messina on the South African border returned, the Minister of 
State in the Prime Minister's Office, Mr Emmerson Munangagwa, said yesterday. 


_ He said Corporal Mark Jeffries who stole the air force Cessna 337 from Gwelo on 
Sunday had committed a serious offence but would not be brought back to face charges 
because there were no extradition arrangements between South Africa and Zimbabwe. 


"We are only interested in our plane and not Jeffries," the minister said. 


He said Corporal Jeffries was born in Zambia and educated in Zimbabwe and his par- 
ents were residents of Zimbabwe. ; 


Mr Jeffries asked for political assylum when he landed at Messina on Sunday. It 
is not known whether this will be granted. 


A Defence Ministry spokesman said in Salisbury yesterday that Mr. Jeffries "gained 
access to the security area by telling a guard that he required to carry out a pre- 
flight inspection and was admitted to the security area”. 


"He took off in the aircraft and when operational staff discovered that it was 
missing they reacted. 


"Interception by jet aircraft was planned but discounted the light aircraft was 
flying too low to be traced by radar so this action would not have been possible,” 
said the spokesman. 


"Police were alerted and the ZRP at Beitbridge saw the same aircraft flying overhead 
at 4.55 pm. It was reported to have landed at Messina. 


"Corporal Jeffries was in considerable financial difficulties and his sudden de- 
parture was connected with a theft from an air force fund.

[Text] President Banana has warned subversive elements that they will face the wrath 
of the Government. : 


“I must warn all those who have a propensity for subversion that my Government is 
capable of dealing a fatal blow to such crimiral elements," he said in a weekend 
interview with the Ecumenical Development Educational Programme of the Churches of 
Canada. 


The President said Zimbabwe had demonstrated a tremendous amount of magnanimity in 
dealing with sensitive and crucial problems. 


"By our policy of reconciliation we forgave those who committed insidious atrocities 
against our people. We did this first as a matter c* principle because we believe 
that it serves no useful prupose to indulge in recrimination." 


The government did not [word indistinct} in negative pursuits that might result in 
the depletion of limited resources. 


"It was out of this commitment to the belief in the utilisation of all our resources 
that we spared even those who were our forefront enemies and have even allowed them 
to participate in the process of reconstruction," the President said. 


Having fought to remove the things that [words indistinct] the people, the Govern- 
ment was now embarking on a course of urging the people to bury the past and unite 
in a [words indistinct] endeavour to rebuild the country. 


On South Africa, the President said Zimbabwe was committed to the total liberation 
of Africa and would give all the support at its disposal to the liberation forces 
in South Africa for the total dismantling of apartheid, and to SWAPO in Namibia. 


"We will do this within the context of the OAU and the United Nations. That means 
we have to support measures initiated at the OAU and at the UN designed to bring 
pressure on South Africa to abandon its illegal occupation of Namibia and its vicious 
system of apartheid within South Africa itself." 
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On economic sanctions against South Africa, the President said Zimbabwe's position 
was clear. "We cannot stand in the way of economic sanctions by the international 
community against the Pretoria regime." 





Zimbabwe was aware that any economic sanctions would affect its economy because of a 
history of economic ties between the two countries. The economic integration between 
Zimbabwe and South Africa was so vast that there was no way of doing away with it 
overnight. 


The Government was exploring alternative trade routes, and its participation in the 
Zimbabwe that would be economically sound and strong enough to meet the internal 
needs of the country and take a lead in the economic development of the sub-region 
particularly the SADCC group. 


"I also think that Zimbabwe is well placed to give a political lead and political 
direction in the political revolution now taking place on the continent," the Presi- 
dent said. 


He explained that Zimbabwe was following a political system that advocated an egali- 
tarian society where equality of the individual would be the new social order. It 
was a political system that challenged the capitalist profit motive and the whole 
emphasis of individualism. 





"T am convinced, myself, that revolutionary socialism holds the key to many pressing 
world problems here and at the same time serves as an example to many of our 
countries of Africa and hopefully other regions of the world as well," the President 
said. 


On the church, he said it was difficult for one to be a Christian and a capitalist 
at the same time because capitalism ran counter to Christian principles. He said 
socialism had a biblical basis. 

He said both developed and developing countries needed liberation theology. In the 
past the weakness of the church had been its inability to appreciate the nature of 
the liberation struggle. 


He called on the churches in Canada to cultivate interest among the Canadian public 
and the Canadian Government so that they could appreciate Zimbabwe's problems. 


The President said interested Canadians could help as technicians, doctors, engi- 
neers and in other areas where the country needed personnel.

[Text] The establishment of an ‘information and documentation centre is an absolute 


must for Zimbabwe, the director of Pan-African Documentation and Information System, 
Dr Julien Quirino-Lanhounmey said yesterday. 





In an interview, Dr Quirino-Lanhounmey, who attended a five-day information and 
documentation seminar in Salisbury last week, said it would be fatal for Zimbabwe 
to shelve the idea of setting up such a centre, because there were other items high 
up on the priority list. 


"There will never be any planning at all without information to guide you on any 
future development projects." 


He said Zimbabwe would avoid the mistakes and pitfalls of other African countries 
if it considered information a priority and went ahead with the establishment of an 
information system which could be integrated into the Ministry of Education and 
Culture's proposed national library service. 


"The infrastructure is already there and what is required is to incorporate it into | 
the library project. 


"Most of the development plans in African countries have failed because of lack of 
information from which to work and Zimbabwe is fortunate in that it has just em~ 
barked on its development projects and can adopt an automatised system of informa- 
tion documentation which is much cheaper." 


Delegates to the seminar agreed it was necessary to establish a centre and their 
recommendations will soon be handed to the Government. 


But four main issues arose at the closing session on Friday--whether there was a 
need for a computer to handle the information; whether such a system could be [word 
indistinct]; whether the country had the manpower to handle the system and whether 
information was really necessary for planning. 


Dr Quirino-Lanhounmey said the computerised system had provisions for incorporating 
the manual system and his organisation would help with training of staff to run 
such a system. 
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The training lasting about six months would enable the operators of the system to 
be fairly competent in handling the computers. 


"Padis is designed to serve the African countries in finding out the right people 
who can assist them at every level. 


"We hope to help African countries establish a system where when you go to the rural 
areas you will find rural communication on a cheaper level. But the move to imple- 
ment the system rests with your Government. As soon as they tell us they are ready 
we will come in to assist.

It will be a formidable task to demobilise and train about 
30 000 men in up to two years. But it must be done. Men who 
were trained for war and perhaps little else must now be trained 
for peace and progress. 

Those affected were highly motivated to take part in the 
struggle. If they remain as highly motivated during their training 
the task of the Demobilisation Directorate will be made easier 
and the men will return quicker to normal life. 

The extensive trgining facilities that are to be made avail- 
able to them should result, in a year or two, in large numbers 
of people with agricultural, medical, administrative and other 
skills that the country desperately needs. _ 

The cost, estimated at about $116 million in all, is high. 
But it is better to meet this than to continue to have an excessively 
large army — a burden on the taxpayer in itself — containing 
probebly large numbers of men who would rather be im civilian 
life and would do better there.

BOARD TO PROBE INKOMO DEPOT EXPLOSION 
Great Damage 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 18 Aug 81 p l 


[Text] A Board of inquiry will investigate the destruction of the ammunition depot 
at Inkomo Barracks which caused millions of dollars worth of damage on Sunday. 


A spokesman for the Department of Information said a statement would be issued say- 
ing that an inquiry into the cause of the explosions would be held. 


The statement would also say there had been no casualties and the fires had been put 
out at 7 am yesterday morning. 


The turn-off to Inkomo Barracks from the Salisbury/Sinola road was blocked off by 
military police yesterday to Press and public. A staff sergeant said it was dan- 
gerous, : 


Many buildings were flattened during the explosions which occurred about every second 
throughout: Sunday afternoon. 


The magazines, built above the ground, had been separated from each other by walls 
of earth which were meant to prevent any blast from spreading beyond the buildings 
in which they occurred. 

One source referred to the official reason for the cause of the first explosion-- 
the accidental detonation of a gas cylinder--and said there were many such cylinders 
stored near the ammunition. 


People fled from Inkomo and the nearby camp of 1 Parachute Battalion during the 
first series of explosions. 


One soldier described how hundreds of people ran for cover as red-hot shrapnel fell 
on the 1 Parachute Battalion cemp. 


“Women and children all fled and some went into Salisbury," he said. 


But an officer said yesterday that very few had left the camp--and those who had 
were civilians. , 
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Reporters who reached a spot within 500m of the exploding magazines on the Inkomo 
Barracks turn-off road on Sunday saw blasts occurring about every second. 


Each blast sent up a wall of flames and hurled flaming shrapnel like a massive fire= 
works display for miles around. 


The turn-off road was littered with debris as well as unexploded rockets and shells. 
Reporters also saw a full box of small arms ammunition. 


The Salisbury Chief Fire Officer, Mr Vin Lowrie, said yesterday afternoon that all 
fire engines and ambulances had withdrawn. 


"Our fire-fighting services were not required. There were still small pockets of 
fire but they are just being left to burn out." 


A police spokesman said the roadblock on the main Salisbury/Sinoia road would remain 
in operation until 7 am today at the latest. 


He said a man who had been arrested while taking photographs from the roadblock on 
Sunday had been interviewed by the police and released. 


Ziana reports that helicopter surveillance of the area yesterday reportedly revealed 
no casualties. 


Train services on the Salisbury-Sinoia line have been suspended until further 
notice, a spokesman for the National Railways of Zimbabwe said yesterday. 


Rail traffic on the line was stopped on Sunday when the blaze at the barracks broke 
out. 


The spokesman said: "Until military authorities authorise normal movements, the 
train service has had to be suspended." 


Army engineers were at the scene yesterday morning to begin work on detonating the 
unstable shells, rockets, mortars, bombs and other explosives and were being as- 
sisted by air force helicopters carrying out reconnaissance of the surrounding area. 


In the Defence Force statement issued on Sunday night the public were urged to keep 
well clear of the area and to report any explosives lying around to the army or 
police. 


Inside the camp, however, routine appeared to be returning as groups of men went 
about their duties and women’at the married quarters hung out their Monday washing. 


Apart from burnt grass set alight by blazing fragments and debris yesterday, there 
appeared to be no damage to the barracks installations. 
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Evacuation of Residents

[Text] Residents within 7 km and perhaps up to i0 km of Inkomo Barracks might have 
to be evacuated so that “several hundred tonnes" of highly explosure material could 
be disposed of, the Minister of State in the Prime Minister's Office, Mr Emmerson 
Munangagwa, announced in the House of Assembly yesterday. 


Mr Munangagwa, said that during the series of explosions at the barracks on Sunday 
the roof of one storage building collapsed and the explosive contained in the build- 
ing, having been exposed to high temperatures, might be volatile. 


It might be necessary for military engineers to dispose of this in a controlled ex- 
plosion. 


Residents up to 10 km from the barracks would be given ample notice to evacuate the 
area, he said. 


A Ministry of Defence spokesman has warned the public staying near Inkomo Barracks 
not to touch any suspicious objects. 


"Anyone finding such an object should immediately contact the Army Operations Room 
on Salisbury 791841, and ask for the officer on duty. The officer will immediately 
arrange for army engineers to go to the area to examine and, if necessary, render 
such objects safe." 


In answer to questions from members of the Republican Front, Mr Munangagwa said 
the only casualty had been a horse belonging to the Grey’ s Scouts. He said the cost 
of the explosion had not yet been quantified. 


Mr Munangagwa said the explosion would not affect the security of the country. "We 
do not put all our eggs in one basket," he said. 


He told the House that a board of inquiry had been convened to investigate the causes 
and circumstances which led to the explosions. 


The board was also authorised to co-opt ammunition and explosives experts from two 
other countries "as independent sources of advice and assessment". He did not name 
the countries. 


It was hoped the board would present their findings within two weeks, he said. 

The board is to be headed by Major-General Javan Maseko. 

Mr Munangagwa said he understood that individual gas cookers which ignited exploded 
in all directions--a number close to a building containing phosphorous grenades and 
other phosphorous-filled items. 


These, being volatile, exploded and because of the high temperatures the phosphorous 
exploded and other buildings caught alight. 
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Active measures were being taken to locate and destroy live items scattered in the 
area, but it would take some time before the area was clear of danger, he said. 


The minister said the findings of the board of inquiry would be made public. 


The roadblock on either side of the turn off to Inkomo Barracks was sifted yester- 
day morning at 10 am, a police spokesman said. 


The spokesman warned, however, that military police would "when necessary" be re- 
forming roadblocks in the area, 40 km north-west of Salisbury, to stop vehicles 
while army bomb disposal experts detonated live ammunition hurled around the country- 
side on Sunday. 


He also warned motorists not to stop at the side of the road between the Nyabira 
turn off, seven km from the Inkomo turn off, and the Dike, about 20 km from the turn 
off.

DISTRIBUTION OF SURPLUS MAIZE DETAILED 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 19 Aug 81 p l 


[Text] The World Food Programme will distribute up to 100 000 tonnes of Zimbabwean 
maize to African countries this year, it was announced in Salisbury yesterday. 


So far the organisation has sent 26 300 tonnes of the surplus maize to Zambia, 
Mozambique, Tanzania and Kenya. 


The deal will net about $9 million worth of foreign currency in hard cash for 
Zimbabwe, WFP director, Professor Herbert Onitiri announced at a Press conference. 


He said only last year the WFP had to find 15 000 tonnes of maize to feed Zimbab- 
weans emerging from the war. "This year Zimbabwe produced a surplus of more than 
a million tonnes to feed drought-ridden African countries." 


New operations in Zimbabwe were of great significance because WFP policy was to 
buy food from developing countries wherever it was available. 


"This year Zimbabwe has been blessed with an excellent harvest of maize. 


"This is of particular interest to the WFP which needs significant tonnages of 
maize to meet the needs of other countries in Africa where, as a result of drought, 
the harvests have been unfavourable and where there is no foreign exchange to buy 
badly-needed maize which is the staple diet in many African countries." 


Early this year the WFP entered into negotiations with the Grain Marketing Board for 
the supply of about 300 tonnes to be shipped to Livingstone from the GMB depot at 
Gatooma. 


Delivery of the shipment was started on April 13 and completed on April 29. 
This was followed by three other contracts covering 7 000 tonnes for Mozambique, 


7 000 tonnes for Zambia, 8 000 tonnes for Tanzania and 3 500 tonnes for Kenya. 
These were financed by WFP resources, Holland and Britain. 


This consignment to Zambia was moved by a Zimbabwe transport company which deliver- 
ed the first load early in June and finished the operation in Jul7. 








At the same time a shipment of 7 000 tonnes was taken to Mozambique from GMB depots 
at Timber Mills, Rusape and Umtali. It was taken by road to Vila de Manica, loaded 
into railcars and forwarded to Beira. 


By August 17 some 6 187 tonnes had been transported through to Beira leaving only 
813 tonnes still to be shipped. 


Grain to Tanzania and Kenya was moved from the same depot from about the end of June 
to Beira via Vila de Manica. 


By mid-August 7 263 tonnes of the 8 000 tonnes for Tanzania had been lifted from GMB 
depots and when this operation is complete it will be followed immediately by 3 500 
tonnes for Kenya. 


Last night the first vessel, Sigfried, arrived at Beira to de'tiver maize to Dar es 
Salaam. More ships will be chartered by the WFP to deliver the rest to Dar es 
Salaam and Mombasa. 


Dr Onitiri said: "It is with pleasure that I can inform you that the cooperation 

of the GMB and the Mozambique railways has encouraged WFP to place further contracts 
which will raise its commitments from the 26 300. tonnes already referred to, to 

60 000 tonnes by the end of the year." 


Throughout the operation an average of about 5 000 bags of maize was being carried 
into Mozambique a day, heading for Keira. 


Other surplus maize was now heading for East, West and Southern Africa aboard a re- 
cently started special train service. 


Dubbed the "WFP Maize Train", it is a daily food express from Vila de Manica near 
Zimbabwe's border, through Mozambique, to Beira. 


The 13-wagon train covers 346 km, loaded with up to 500 tonnes of Zimbabwe white 
maize, of which the country had a million tonnes surplus, with no means of moving 
it. | 


The service also fitted into the regional food strategy, aimed at producing external 
dependence. He said the WFP had bought no maize from South Africa. 


Dr Onitiri said emergency measures and special assistance were necessary to ward off 
hunger, improve nutrition and to help raise the level of national productivity.
